EEING you vvere ſoKind-as to concern your 
felf for me in my happineſſ (as you vvere 
leas*d to term it) you muſt ta Ke your share 
alſo of my troubles and misfortunes (as perhaps you 
and the vvorld call the loſſ of my places) but vvhich, 


IT aflure you, vvill amount to no more than to that of 


ruſing this long & tedious letter; vyherein F give 
you, & all the friends of you & me in the noble 
Clubb, a true and exact account of my Agency in 
. & of the occaſion of my beeing out of it, & 
of my Poſt maſtership. 8 

In the moneth of December 1650. I arrived at 
Deale, and after 20. dayes ſtay, the Queen of Spain 
appearing in the Doyvns vvith her Convoy; Ie mbar- 
EKed on board the Suffolc K, vvhereof Captain Ayl- 
mer vvas then Commander; & vvent in her to Por- 
mouth, vvhere I received my Commiſsion of 
Agent; and from Portſmouth to Torbay; & chence, 
by Major Vvildmans order, to Falmouth by land, 
to go in the Packet boat vvhich vvas there vvaiting 
for me, to carry the firſt nevves of the Queens co- 
ming to Spain, having got for that purpole Conde 
Mansfclds, and {ome others letters to that Court. 

In our vvay from falmouth the

took aprize, vvhich 3 Portug ue fe chip aden 
vvith paper, brandy, vvoollen goods a boda from 
Roche to the Portugueſe Islands our Captain, Toha 
EaK ines, diſpoſ, d ot her at the Groyne , vvithout 
being condemned, made of the ship and cargo abou 
1500. pounds, & offerd me hundred piſtolls acted 
meddle and maKe; but I refuled them, & gave an 
account of all to Major V vildman; vvho, as I have he- 
ard ſince, vvas ple aled to call me afool for refuſing

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On the 20. of march I landed at the Gtoyne ſo- 
me ſix dayes before the Queen appeared vpon the 
coaſt. Vvhere tho IvVs Agent, & detached beſides 
from the fleet to bring the nevves of the Queen of 
Spains coming, the Vice King denyed me Poſt, mu- 
les, & other horſes & conueyance to Madrid, vvhich 
I could by no meanes procure vvithout his licence, 
thol offered to pay any price for it. Becauſe he vvould 
detayne me vntill the Queens arrivall to ſend an Ex- 
pref] him ſelf, that he might gett the preſent vvhich is 
vſually giuen on ſuch occaſion to him that brings 
the firſt nevves. However having bought mules, & 
found meanes to procure Poſt horſes part of the vvay 
I brought the firſt nevves, not of her approach on 
ly, but of her ſafe arrivall to this coaſtvvhere she appe- 
ard before I loſt ſight onet, or vvas gon three lea- 
gues & halfe on my journey to Madrid; and J arri- 
ved there three houres before the Expreſſ vvhich 
they diſpatchd to bring the ſame nevves. My re- 

vvard for ſo doing is to come; for the Spaniards, 
vvho are very generous, leaue it to the Almighty; & 
thinc K that a ſtokne- doublet they gaue me. In luly 
Jaft, is a competent revvard to his Mageſtys Miniſter: 
for the ſeruice don them in that occaſion. 

Vpon the 29. I arrived at Madrid: & vpon the 
30. I preſented their King the following memorial

Secondly, to bring aduiſe of her Mageſtis approach 
and arriuall to theſe parts; as apprares by Count Mansfelds 
letters from on board the fleet. 5 

And becauſe the ſaid Agent is come to diſpatch bufuneſſ/ | 
not to mae compliments; and that the ſettling of this _ 
concern is athing that doth require haſte , both becauſe t he 
mailes for Spain hauing been already ſtopt in England, as | 
many as shall be ſent thuher from hence hereafter vill be 
infallibly loſt, to the great prejudice of the English trade 
vvith Spain, vvich vill ſuſſer extreamly & remain inter- 
rupted vyhile delayes shall be interpoſed at this Court: Aud 
becauſe there are already tvve Pac Ret boats Vvaiting for 
Jour anſyvere & for the mailes at the Groyn , vvich, if de- 
layes be vſed, vill occaſion great charges, the ſaid Agent 
defireth to enter vpon baſineſ] , & in to negociation Vvith 
this Court immediately hauing orders ( Vpithout prejudice 
notvvithſtanding to the priviledges & rights & immunityes 
due by the yſe & cuſtoms of this Court to ſuch miniſters of

There fore, in the name of the King his maſter be 
entreats ycur Mageſty to name and appoint forthyvith ſome 
perſons to treat vyith him. And, as the Poſts for France 
have been ſtopt already in England, /o h tho may alſo 
be ſtopt here in Spain; & that the Northern mailes may 
be liKevvi/e deliuerd to his order at the Groyn to be carryed 
to England & other their reſpectiue places by the PacKet 
boats, »bhich are nou-Vv.ting at the Groyn for that purpoſe. 
To all vohich particulars he beggs your Mgeſiys anſvver 
as Jeon as pe/vible. In Madrid the 30. of March 1690. 
As ſoon as I had preſented this memerial I vyent 
about to vvait vpon molt of the Grandees vvho 
vvere then members of the Ccuncel of ſtate , to 
vyhich it belong: d to raKe cognizance of this affaire: 
& deliuerd each of them my rea ſons in vvriting, 
sbe vving the that ir vvas more theirs than our intetſt 
to embrace this convey ance. Of vvhich they vvere 
eaſily convinced, as they confeſſed, yet they took 
17. dayes to reſolue on the buſineſſ. Sochat tvvas 
the 17. of Ap1u before I could heare of any anſvver 
vvich D. Criſpin Bote lho their Secretary of ſtate for 
the North deliver'd me in vvriting vvith his hand 
to it, vvhich ] haue here traslated in to Englith, thus. 
Having deliner*d in to the hand of the Kmg my maſ- 
ter the Paper vyhich qu haue put in to myne in yhich

you demand tht Com miſsianers be named for you to conferr 
vpith, and adjuſt, or ſettle the courſe of the erdinary Poſts. 
by ſea, to preuent their going any more through France , for 
Which demand you haue preſented the povver of the King.

vvard the maxempletters fer England be delivered te yo 
to be tranſporte#by the Pac Ret boats Vohich you haue ready 
fer this end at the Coruns: Hu Age hath reſolued that 
1 give you to vnderſtand from hm the firm intent & pure. 
proſe vvhich, vpou matte deliberation, he hath ta Ren, to 
fettle this commerce by vvay of England. V vith this prouiſo, } 
that the letters for Flanders & Germany shall ge direcily 
from England to Nevvport, vv:th the interuention of the 
Svanth Miniſter reſi ding then in London. Vyhich thing you 
are to impurt to your Poſt Aaſter General. And his Ma- 
geſty hath further commanded me to cenferr vvith you , &* 
vvith Cord? deOnatte the Poſt Maſter General of theſe 
Kingdoms about the form & method of ſettling this vvay of 
correſpondence becauſe vatill all the points F this mevv' 
form be levell'd & made curraut ( Vvhich vvill not. taKe- 
vp much time) the ordinary roads of the ma les cannot be 
fo ſudlenty altered. Of all vvhich J give. you notice, that if 
you pleaſe to meet me, vve may ap point 4 d.) for our confe- 
rence. God preſerue you many yeares. At Madrid the 17. 
Apall i 699. Signed, Criſpin Botelho. 

Hing receiued this anfvver vpon tuesday, vve 


94 inted he: fryday follovving 20. April for — 
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firſt meeting at the Secretaryes office. And becauſe 
they ſaid nothing of delivering me the English maile 
the next day, vvhich vvas Poſt day for the North, I 
made a ſecond Memorial to demand it: & it vvas 
that very day, the 18. of April, granted & deliuerd 
me. But the Conde d Onatte, vvho had made it his 
buſineſſ, & too K all the occaſions he met vvith to 
le vs; thereby to vveaty & beat vs off of cur de ſi- 
gne, thò I had my ſelf brought him our English maile 
& deliuerd it to him, vvould not be fo civill as to 
ſend it to my lodging, or deliuer it my man; or 
forvvard it himſelf by the Galicia Poſt (vvhich vvent 
thence that very night, & every vvedneſday night 
about one in the morning) to the Groyn, but oblig*d 
me to go my ſelf in perſon at midnight to the forrein 
office, there to receiue ir, & give a reccit for it, & to 
get it carryed to the Groyn hovy I could, I vvaited 
cre an houre for the ſaid Condes orders or leave, 
and hauing at laſt received the maile, my man car- 
ryed it vvith me to the Gallicia office, vvhere they 
too K it readily & freely enough that time, becauſe the 
Councels order to the Conde d Onatte coming out 
ſo ſuddenly & late, he had not the time to give - m, 
as he did ſince, a charge to the contrary. By this 
maile I ſear Major Vvildman the copyes both of my 
memorials & of their anſvveres to them, vvith an 
account of Conde d Onattes civility, vvhereby he 
S might 
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might vnderſtand the are of our buſineſſ. 


About the ſame time our ſecond maile, vvihch | 


had been brought by the ſecond PacKer-boatzbeing 
ſent to me ſealed from the Groyn, they received ix, 
& opened it them {elves vyichour my interuention, 
& never ſent me my letters vvhich came by it, nor 
gave me any notice of the coming of that maile; 
tho they provide for them ſelves that their Miniſter 
in London shall intervene not only at the opening 
& the diſtributing of their mailes & their letters, but 
even at the very paſſage of them through England. 
On the fame day 18. I made, to loſe no time & 
to anticipate the day of the conferẽce, the follov Ving 
propoſalls, & gave them in vvriting to the ſaid Se- 
etetary of ſtate; vvhich are as follov vet. 
His Mageſty of Great Brittain having before 
ſufficiently ſignalized his Generoſity & zeale for 
the Concerns of this Crovvn in convoying the Queen 


hither (vvhich coft England five millions of pieces 


of eight) is yet vvilling by an exceſſof the ſame zea- 
le for the good of this Crovvn in particular & of the 
Confederates in general, to ma Ke (at ſuch time as 
this vvheteiñ he hath need of all his ships, & of all: 
his money) another effort vvhich vvill coſt him ſome 
hundred thoufand pieces of ei ght, to fit out, arme, 


& maintain PacKer boats to bring hither & carry 
back to England by ſea all the Northern mailes, 


vvhi- 
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vvithout going any more through the french hands 
& country. X 
And tho he might by right pretend that his Catho- 
lick Mageſty {vyhom it concerns neerer than him, as 
appeares by the reaſons his Agent hath given in 


vvriting to the Lords of the Counce! of ſtate, & to 


ſome others) should repay him one halt at leaſt, of 
all the money he hath already laid out, & shall lay 
out hereafter for futing out Pac Ket boats, be ſides the 
half of the charge to Keep & to maintain them, ne- 
vertheleſſ to go on as he hath begun, & to contribu- 
te more than others tov vards the charge of this vv ars 
& of vvhat is requiſite to maintain the public K cauſe 


againſt the common Ennemy, he is vvilling to yeeld 


fo much of his right & of that he might pretend, as 
to demand nothing att all for the money vyhich he 
hath already laid out, & as to content himſelf vvith 
che follovving articles. » 

1. Firſt, to find or provide as many Packet 
boats as shall be neceſſary to tranſport — 


tvvice a moneth the Northern mailes. Vvhich ships 


Shall be men of vvarr of a ſufficient force to guard 
and defend the mailes & to ttanſport them ſafely in 
calc they be ſet vponn we 1.ct' 

2. That his ſaid Mageſty shall alone beare, & 
{uſtaine all the loſſ & the damage of all ſuch Packet 
boats as zhall be caſt avvay or ta Ken, & hall alx va-

_ &dilpoled of by him, as the laid Poſt maſter Gene- 
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3. Thar his ſaid Mageſty shall finde & be at hal- 
fe of the charges and expence of the laid Packet 


boa ts, from the time of their fiiſt coming out to ſea, 
& ſo long as they shall continue. 

4. That the ſaid Pac Ket boats shall carry franco 
from Spaine to England all the mailes & Packets & 
Expreſſes, vvbich his C. M. shall at any time ſend 
& diſpatch into the North, & shall bring to Spain 
all thoſe shall come thither from the North: & the 
faid Expreſſes shall haue their Paſlage & that of one 
ferua at free vvith the Kings proviſion for them ſel- 
ues & for their man all the time they are at ſea. Vvhe- 


reby his faid Mageſty vvill fave every yeare the 


charge of chole Expreſſes, & the money paid the 
French, more than 40. thouſand crouns. 

J. That the Poſtage of letters from Germany 
& Flanders to England shall not be railed , & the 
ſaid lettets shall pay no further than to London at the 
viuail rate: t hen shall be carryed franco from Lon- 
don as fatr as Spain. And in the ſame manner the 
letters from Spain to Flanders & Germany shall not 
pay but from London to Flanders the vſuall price. 
6. That all the malles from the North to Spain 
Shall be delivered at the place vvhich the Packet 
bears shall come to, into the hands of a deputy of 
che Poſt maſter General of Spaine to be forvvarded

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ral shall thin K it beſt. And liKevviſe the PacKer 
boats shall there receiue of him the Spanish mailes 
for the North. 1 

7. That all the Spanish mailes for Flanders & 
Germany shall be in the ſame manner deliuered at 
Nevvport into the hands oſ a deputy of the Poſt maſ- 
ter General of Flanders from vvhom the German & 
* mailes shall alſo be receiued, as they vſed 
to de. | 

| 8. That for all theſe aduamagious offers, con- 
ditions, & aduances vvhich his ſaid Mageſty of great 
Brittain ma Kes to this Court, his C. M. or the Con- 
de d*Onarre for him, shall pay no more than one half 
of the charges, & expence of the ſaid Packet boa 
ſince the time they are employed & for the time of 
their continuation from yeare to yeare. Vvhich ſaid 
half shall be limited to the ſum of eight thouſand 
pounds ſterling, or 40. thouſand pieces of Eight 
yearely. 

And for the punctuall payment & ſecurity of 
the laid ſum his Cath. M. shall aſsign a ſufficient 
fund, as ſome branch of his revenue: or allovy an 
equivalent of the {aid ſum in granting him ſome 
other meanes ( vvhich shall be propoſed hereafter ) 
capable to anſvver the ſaid half & to indemnify his 
ſaid Mageſty of great Brittain for it. 1 

This paper vvas out of hand ſent to Conde 
S =. 


d*Onatte 
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d<OQnatte,vvho made in anſvver to it eleven articles. 
All vvhich, but che eleventh, ſignifyed little or no- 
thing, & for the moſt part vvete falſe. For inſtance, 
he obj: ed that this de ſigne v vas ſer on foot by 
Major Vvildman vvithout the Kings privity; and | 
that Major Vvildman drove it on for his ovvn ends, 
&& his private inteteſt, & not for the public K good. 
His laſt point vvhich vvas the moſt and only 
material thing, being that, in cafe they ſent theit 
Flanders maile through England, the French vvould 
givve no more paſſage through their ovvn coũtry to 
the maile from Italy to Spain, vvhereby the Spanish 
corre ſpondence vvith Milan & Naples should be cutt 
off. To vvhich I made anſvvere that they might as 
vvell then as they did in the laſt vvarr ſer vp Pack et- 
boats li Kevviſe betvveen Spain and Italy; and that 
in the mean Vyhile, if the French should ſtop theit | 
maile before thoſe boars vvere ready, they might 
{end it our vvay, viz through England to Flanders, 
Germany and Italy, & bacK again the ſame vvay 
from Italy through England. Bur they being vvn- 
vvilling to alter the vſuall courſe of the Flanders Poſt 
till ſuch time as they vvere provided for Italy; and 
this being one of the ehiefeſt points vvhich their an- 
ſvvere to one of my memorials {1id vvas to be made 
eurrant before they ſent the German & Flanders 


maile our vvay, I ſene Major Vvildman vvord of it, 
begged 
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begged his anſvver; & to let me Knovv vvhether 
Should propoſe to them to ſet vp and vnderta Ke 
choſe pacKct boats our ſelves; the Spaniards being 
not fitt for it, or at leaſt ſo slovv, that if vve left it to 
the m it vvould putt a great ſtop to the ſpeedy con- 
cluſion & end of our buſineſſ, nay & go neer to 
ſpoil it. That it vvas altogether our intereſt to doe 
it, for vve should thereby partly become Maſters of 
their trade, the thing vvould more than quitt coſt; & 
beate irs ovvnr. charge , & I found that they vvould 
readily conſent to it. Vvith this letter I ſent allo my 
Propoſitions, vvith my reaſons & motives for de- 
manding this money, and not, as my inftruccions 
vvere, the Land Poſt of our mailes to be in our 
hands; and added a vvord or tvvo about money 
to ſubſiſt having yet rece ived none; for that livin 
at Madrid, & as Agent, vvas chargeable; and belt 
des, I had then tvvo houſes to pay rent for, & tvvo 
fäamilyes to Keep, viz, one at the Coruna & the other 
at Lisbon: and over & above this the ſmall concerns 
I had in boch places vvere not able to beare this char 
ge very long, & vvere Ke to ſuffer very much by 
my ablence. | 

Vvlviſt theſe things vvere a doing the Poſt day 
forthe North, vvhich is every fortnight, came about 
the ſecord time. And I vvent as before, viz , at 
midnight or after to the forreine Poſt —_— 
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demand the English maile; vvhich being de- 
liuertd me I carryed, as before, to the Gallicia 
office; vvhere they vvould not receiue it, alleadg ing 
that it did not belong to them to ſend it, thò they 
had don it for once; but that hence forth, if I vvould 
have it go to the Groyn I mult ſend it thither at my 
coſts by an Expreſſʒ vvhich they preſumed I vvould 
not doe then, for the charge vvas great & the letters 
feyy, that maile containing not a bove a hundred 
letters & the charge of an Expreſſ being a hundred 
& ten pieces of Eight becauſe M diid is about a hun 
dred & tvveenty leagues from the Groyn. And truly 
they gueſſed right; for I conſidering that the Poſtage 
of that maile vvould not amount to ten pounds, 
that it vvould be in London ſooner by vvay of Flan- 
ders than by the vvay of the Groyn, having no 
Expreſſ ready; that it vvas no great matter vvhich 
vvay it vvent for this once; that this happened by 
the ir fault; vvonderd hovy the Conde d Onatte durſt 
attempt it, & hovv he could anſvver forbidding 
them to ta Ke it ( for this vvas vvithout doubt a jug- 
gle & a trick of his) & not queſtion ing at all but 
that I should get reddrefl before the next Poſt, in fiae 
leeing that money muſt go out of my pocket, & 
not Knovving vvhether it should come in there 
again, I forbore to diſpatch & to loo K for an Ex- 


pteſſ. And being: inconvenient for me to n. 
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che maile till after the Poſt ot gone, betauſe af 
the Kings Packets vvhich I had in that maile, for 
vvhich, I Knevv, they vvould mae a great noiſe 
the next day, and, as I ſuſpetted s yvas one of the 
things aym'd at by the Conde d*Onatte ; I fairly 
carryed bacK the maile to the {ame office vvhere I 
had receiued it, & bid them ta Ke eate of it, & lend 
it at their ovvn charge, as it vvas juſt they sbould 
doe; ſince their Maſter receiued all the bene fit of 
thoſe vvhich vve brought him from England. So 1 
left it vvith them, & vvent to bed it being about 
tvvo in the morning; and the next day I vvent to 
the Secretary of ſtare vvith this memorial. 

His Mageſ of Great Britains Agent ſaith , that her 
wing here to fore demanded that if the vvhole Northern 
mayle vvas not as yet to be delier*d to him, the English 
maile hovvever Should be deliuer d to his order at the Groynz 
Jour Magefty commanded that it should be deliuer d. 

V Yerevpen they haue, obliged him to go himſelf 

every Ordinary at Midmght to the furrein office , there to 
receive it, & to carry it from thence ta the Gallicia office; 
which thing he hath nayy dun tuvice; and the firſt time 
they too R, but te ſecond denyed it, bulding: bun Tg 
forvvard himſelf at his owvn charge. 

And becauſe it is not vvorth the vvhile ta ſend an mis» 
pref [o farr as the Groyn vvith fo ev letters as th at» muile 
cantaines; and the Conde d Onatte receining tin beef

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our mailes from England, it is juft & reaſonable be thould 


be at the charge of conveying to the Groyn thoſe that go 
from hence thither: and theſe proceedings of the Conde, & 
of the office, being ſuch indigautyes as the ſaid Agent 'ought 
not to beare Vvith, & Vvhich, tho he hath already fufjerd 
them tyxice, in hope to ſer a quic R end of them & of his 
Treaty, he vill by no meanes ſubmit to any longer. ee] 
I T herefore' be prayeth your Mageſh to forbid thoſe 
Þndvorthy proceedings for the future ,'&5 to give your or- 
ders to the Conde d Onatte ta ta Ke care that the ſaid mai- 
les may be ſent every Poſt to the Groyn at his o charye, 
CE there deliter*d ta lohn Parquer to forvvard the ſame 
according te the orders he hath from the ſaid Agent. At 
Madrid, the 4. of May 1690. | ” 
The Secretary of ſtate approved this memorial; 
vvondered at the Conde & the oftices doings; & 
promiſed faithfully to lend it after the King, vvho 
vvas already on his vvay to Valladolid {yvhere he 
vent to meet the Queen) & to get it diſpatched. 
By this time the Court, Couucel of ſtate, & ovvr 
Conde vvere gon ovt of Madrid to accompany 
the King, & to vvait vpon the Queen; and Bull 
feaſts, vvere preparing ad Valladolid, & Madrid,

thought fitt vvith them, living vpon the. ſame, ſtop- 
ping old gaps out cf them (for before he had his 


place he vvas gon from the Groyn indebt over head 


& eates) & gave me no account of them , or of any 
ching: and in fine conſidering that my abſence 
hindered not the anſvver of the Councel of ſtare to 
my Propoſals; & that if this nevy Project (vvhich 
met vvith oppoſition from all the Partiſans, friends, 
& might of Onatre) should chance to ta Ke no effect, 
Imighe be vndon by it, if I did not loo K to the 
mfin chance at home: and its an vgly figure a man

delignet to Don Crilpin the Secreracy of ſtare (vvho 
vvas no Ennemy to. the concern ar that time, & 
ſeemed to favor me) and to Don Franciico de Scho- 
neberg then Envoy of the ſtates , & lately made Ex- 
traordinary Envoy of his Mageſty, vvho had don 
me good leruice,& shoved himlelf foi vvard enough 
in alsiſting me, & promoting this de ſig ne: both pro- 
miꝭed me to ta Ke care of all things in my abſence, & 
to ſee my laſt me moriall anſvvered before the next 
Poſt- day for the North: and both gaue me letters of 
favor for Lisbon , to vvitt, Don Crit pin for the Spa- 
ni: h Emballador there, & Don Franciſco for the Heer 
Vvolfsen the Dutch Reſident And l left my buſineſſ, 
I meaa the drudgery of it, in the hands of a Court 
ſolliciror for che English, vvith copyes of all my me- 
morials & papers to be deliver*d by him ro Maſter 
Statthop Envoy, vvhen he should come to Madrid, 
to intorm-him perfectly of the ſtare of the buſineſſß 
being by his inſtructions to aſsiſt me in getting the 
Eand Poſt in our hands. And. ſo I ſet torvyard for

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Lisbon:vvhence I gaue a ſecõd accoũt of all by ſome 


ſhips bound for London, & ſent a ſecond copy of my 
opoſitions & motives for demanding money, & 
not the land Poſt: moving for money again for my- 
felf, & for an anlvvere about the vnderta King the 
Falian Packet boats, vvithout vvhich I could not 
go forvvard in the Treaty, & needed not return to 
Madrid till it vvas come.
